deaf-mutes in this country. 

The manual method of Do TKpee 
and the oral method of Iloineke, 

long antagonistic, have come toge- 
ther harmoniously In a combined 
system, the salutary working of 

which with the deaf as a , elass is the 

most gratifying. 
Time was when the supporters of 

the 1 wo Leading met hods were array 

ed against each other In bitter strife. 
But it has been shown beyond 

question that the manual method, 
made use of alone, comes far short 

of doing all that can be done for the 

deaf in the way of their education.

exclusively, very much of the deaf

Edward Walt her, principal of 

the institution for deaf mutes at 
Merlin, one of the leading educators 

of Germany, speaks, in a recent 
Important work en the training of 

the deaf, of the disposition of some 

hers to overest iinai e results, 

and Jinceit is hardl] possible 

that they deceive themselves, their 
object must be to deceive othens," 

and he adds the frank admission: 

ki Wo must openly and candidly con 

less that We Cannot bestow upon 

the deaf-mutes a power <»f speech 
that approaches the speech of hear- 
ing persons, nor a means of under- 
standing the Speech of others that 

is anything more than a meagre 

substitute for hearing." 

In another part of his valuable 
book Walther speaks favorably of 
a certain use for the language Of 

signs, according to it "inestimable 
advantage as a means of Intellec- 
tual and moral development,' 9 land 
declaring "that owvy a teacher of 
deaf should be thoroughly 
qualnted with it." 

These utterances of Walther, 
than whom no abler supporter of 
oral teaching to tin* deaf can be 
found in any country, must be 

taken as a u sign of the times 11 of 
first Importance, for they justify 

the position occupied by the sup- 
porters of the combined system in 
this country, and at I he same time 

take the ground from under the 

feet of the pure oralists. 

Other testimony rrom competent 
observers in Germany in support of 

a combination of methods conies 
from adult doaf-inufes, graduates 

of German schools, who in conven- 
tions, and by petitions to the Im- 
perial government, numerously 

Signed, make known then con 
lion that the method Under which 

they were trained is not satisfac- 
tory, and their desire that the 
Schools of their country should 
adopt t he American system.
